SUMMARY

Synopsis of Bill

HJIM 80 requests the Corrections Department to collaborate with the Second Chance Program to
obtain federal grant funding and establish a demonstration prison-based drug rehabilitation pro-
gram in New Mexico. It further requests that copies of the memorial be transmitted to the Secre-
tary of Corrections and the President and Executive Director of the Second Chance Program.

FISCAL IMPLICATIONS
